Several of our excursions have limited 
capacity and some tend to sell out quickly; therefore, we 
suggest that you purchase your excursions as soon as 
possible in order to avoid disappointment. Although every 
effort has been made to ensure the accuracy of information 
provided in this brochure, under certain circumstances, 
changes will be made with our guests’ best interest in mind. 


For those of you who need further information, the Cruise 
Director will hold an informative Travel Talk to discuss the 
many options available in each port of call (consult your 
Carnival Capers for times and locations). The Shore 
Excursion Staff is also available to assist you with any 
questions and recommendations. 


When going on a shore excursion in Alaska, it is always 
recommended you dress appropriately, with comfortable 
walking shoes and layered clothing. Remember, the weather 
changes suddenly in Alaska so be prepared for unexpected 
rain. Be sure to bring your camera and don't forget your 
sense of adventure! 
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WEATHER 

Sometimes the weather does not realize that our guests are 
on vacation and subsequently forgets to cooperate. It should 
be noted that excursions operate rain or shine. At times, 
tour operators will cancel particular excursions due to 
weather-related safety considerations. In this instance, 
refunds will be made for guests holding tickets on a cancelled 
tour, and all efforts will be made to accommodate guests on 
an alternate tour 


SAIL & SIGNe CARD 

A Sail & Sign Card will be given to you at embarkation. This 
card identifies you as a Carnival guest and must be carried 
with you, along with picture identification, when you go 
ashore. Since the ship is closed to the public while docked 
at the various ports of call, you'll have to show your Sail & 
Signe Card and picture identification to the security officer on 
duty in order to return on board.

Infants are considered 
up to 23 months and can sit on the parent's lap. Children, 2 
years of age and older, are required to have their own seat 
and are charged accordingly. 


FISHING POLICIES 
Alaska State law requires a valid one-day fishing license, which 
may be purchased from your boat Captain for $20. In 
addition, during King Salmon season, you are also required to 
purchase a $10 King Salmon license. Please be advised that 
only cash can be accepted for the licenses. Fish processing 
and shipping rates vary from port to port. This service is 
available through your boat captain and can be purchased 
with cash or credit card. Children, age !2 and under, are 
required to wear life jackets at all times while on board the 
vessel, Children must weigh 40 pounds or more to fit the life 
jacket and participate in the excursion.

JUNEAU 


A TASTE OF JUNEAU f 

Approximately 4 hours 

Travel through Juneau's picturesque downtown In a deluxe 
motor coach on your way to the Glacier Gardens Rain 
Forest. Nestled alongside Thunder Mountain is a stunning 
combination of hanging gardens, flowered pathways and 
temperate rain forest, locally known as the "Glacier 
Gardens", Your guide will escort you through the atrium 
surrounded by forest, landscaped gardens and a cascading 
stream. A covered shuttle will take you into the rain forest 
with frequent stops for admiring the flora and fauna. Enjoy 
the scenic overlook from the mountainside, before heading 
back down the mountain for a sampling of Russian Tea and 
Alaskan-style Spice Cake. Juneau's Macaulay Salmon 
Hatchery is your next stop, which offers interpretive displays 
on the lifecycle of salmon and the different hatchery 
operations. Saltwater aquariums enable close-up viewing of 
live adult salmon and over 100 other species of Alaskan 
marine life. Before boarding the motor coach, you'll be given 
a sample of Alaska's finest smoked salmon. A traditional 
Alaskan salmon bake at Salmon Creek is your final stop. 
Feast on your choice of alder wood-smoked salmon, chicken 
or ribs along with rice, salads, corn bread and a selection of 
beverages. Then, relax by the open fire where you can roast 
marshmallows or walk down to the Salmon Creek waterfall 
for a great photo opportunity. Return to the ship at your 
leisure via shuttle bus. 


ALASKA BREWING COMPANY R 
AND GLACIER GARDENS 

Approximately 3 hours 

Glacier Gardens is nestled against Thunder Mountain and 
offers visitors a stunning combination of hanging gardens, 
flowered pathways, and temperate rainforest. You will be 
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guided through an atrium full of beautiful hanging baskets in 
full bloom, as well as the unique upside-down trees that 
cradle all the flowers in their root systems above. From the 
base of the gardens, you will take a covered shuttle to the 
580-foot level, stopping along the way as your guide points 
out the local flora and fauna on display in this natural setting. 
Enjoy an awesome view of the Mendenhall wetlands, 
Gastineau Channel, Douglas Island, Auke Bay, and Admiralty 
Island from the boarded viewpoint above. Next, it's off to 
the Alaskan Brewing Company for a tour of this growing 
local enterprise. Started in 1986 by locals Geoff and Marcy 
Larson, this brewery now delivers over |00,000 barrels of 
beer throughout the western states and, of course, Alaska. 
Alaskan Amber their most popular beer, was started from a 
recipe once used by the Douglas City Brewing Company in 
the late 1800s. Sample 4 different beers, browse through 
their display of beer bottles, and take home a 
complimentary beer label and pin. Then enjoy the fully 
narrated motor coach ride back to your ship. 

Note: All passengers need to present ID at the brewing 
company. Children are also welcome, and will be served 
root beer. Tour may operate in reverse. 


BIKE & BREW 
Approximately 4/4 hours HX 


Auke Lake is the beginning of a bike ride that takes you to 
memorable glacier views and through spectacular rain forest 
scenery. After a short van ride to the departure point, you'll 
be fitted on a mountain bike and receive a safety briefing. 
The first stop is Chapel by the Lake, an old log chapel. The 
ride continues on the Juneau road system to the west side 
of the Mendenhall Glacier with a beach stop for a snack. 


JUNEAU II 


Proceed to the visitor area at the east side of the 
Mendenhall Glacier for a one-mile trail ride through the rain 
forest. At the end of the ride, and after a chance to spend 
time at the Mendenhall Glacier, board a van for a short ride 
to the award-winning Alaskan Brewery. While at the 
brewery, you will learn about the brewing process and 
sample the award winning beers. Enjoy some time for 
shopping in the beer memorabilia store before returning to 
your ship. 

Note: Minimum age is 10 years and minimum height is 4' 8" 
Guests under 2! years of age must be accompanied by an 
adult. The ride covers approximately 9.5 miles on a flat road 
with some rolling hills. Valid ID with photo and date of birth 
is required to participate in beer tasting. 


DOG SLED DISCOVERY & 

MUSHING CAMP al 
Approximately 2% hourss fc) 
What better way to enjoy Alaska than to experience a team 
of powerful huskies pulling you through the great 
backcountry wilderness! Get a glimpse of a truly northern 
pastime. Learn about the life of sled dogs and their musher 
and see these dogs in action when they pull you on a fast 
and thrilling summertime ride. As you head out of Juneau 
and across to the island of Douglas, your guide will acquaint 
you with the history of this community, At the kennels, you 
will meet the dogs and climb onto a wheeled sled, custom 
made for running during the snow-less summer months. 
The husky team will whisk you along a wooded trail through 
some of southeast Alaska's beautiful temperate rain forest. 
Spruce and hemlock trees and 12" thick spagma moss 
surround you on this unique one mile ride. Then, sit down 
and enjoy a presentation by an Iditarod Veteran, have 
refreshments and cuddle with some adorable husky puppies. 
Before heading back, you'll wander through the musher's 
camp with your guide and learn about the equipment, hard 
work, and great husky strength that go into the life of dog 
sledding in the wild, rugged North. 
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DOG SLEDDING ON THE MENDENHALL | 
GLACIER VIA HELICOPTER 4! 
Approximately 2/4 hours 

Flight time approximately 30 minutes 

Dogsled time approximately 20 minutes 

Combine the exhilarating experience of a glacier helicopter 
flight with one of the oldest pastimes, operating a dogsled, 
and make your visit a once in a lifetime, true Alaskan 
adventure. Fly over the lush rain forest, deep blue crevasses 
and glacier carved peaks as your pilot gives you a spectacular 
flightseeing tour en route to the dogsled camp on the 
Mendenhall Glacier Here, the professional mushers and 
Alaskan sled dogs will have you driving the team or relaxing 
in the sled as you take in the awe-inspiring scenery. You will 
have time to talk with the mushers and take pictures with 
the dogs before your helicopter takes you back to 
civilization.

Enjoy a 25-minute motor coach ride to scenic Auke Bay, 
where you'll board a high-speed catamaran specifically 
designed for wildlife viewing. Relaxing in the warm, 
comfortable cabin, you will set out to explore Stephen's 
Passage, a pristine marine wilderness bordered by snow- 
capped peaks and glaciers. Stephen's Passage is the world- 
renowned summer feeding grounds of the humpback whale. 
Once whales have been sighted, your skilled captain will gently 
maneuver the vessel to allow exceptional viewing and 
photographic opportunities at a safe distance. If the whales 
join to form a cooperative feeding group, the vessel's engines 
will be silenced and an underwater hydrophone deployed so 
that you may even get to experience their incredible "singing". 
Throughout the cruise, your onboard naturalist will explain 
the humpback whale's behavior and habitat. While enjoying 
the peaceful ambiance of Alaska's long evening glow, you'll be 
treated to a delicious variety of appetizers, accompanied by 
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complimentary beverages. There will also be a no-host bar 
with a selection of beer and wine. The operators of this tour 
guarantee you will see a whale. If not, you will receive a $100 
cash refund ($50 refund per child) as you disembark. But 
don't anticipate a refund; in the past six years, whales have 
been sighted on every tour!

FLY-FISHING ADVENTURE 
VIA FLOATPLANE d

Fishing time approximately 4 hours 

Combine the challenge and excitement of fly-fishing with the 
breathtaking beauty of Alaska from the seat of your Alaska 
floatplane. After a discussion with your guide, who will outfit 
you for the day's adventure, you will fly with an experienced 
bush pilot to a remote stream or tidal estuary in the heart of 
the Tongass National Forest. Depending on the time of the 
year, you will be fishing for one of the 4 varieties of pacific 
salmon or DollyVarden and cutthroat trout. In addition to the 
excellent fishing opportunities, you will enjoy a view of the 
rain forest and its varied wildlife that few visitors see. You may 
share the stream with eagles, otters, and occasionally bears. A 
shore side snack is served. Whether you are a newcomer 
just learning the basics or an experienced caster perfecting 
your skill, your guides are there to help ensure that you have 
an enjoyable experience. Due to the extremely limited 
number of guests participating in this tour, we are able to cater 
to the individual needs of each participant.

VIA HELICOPTER

Flight time approximately 40 minutes; 

glacier time 20 minutes 

Soar over Juneau's countryside and spectacular glaciers with 
ERA helicopters, Alaska's oldest and largest helicopter 
company. Rated as one of Alaska's top excursions, this 
narrated tour flies you to a wonderland accessible only by 
helicopter. Covering 65 miles of the Alaskan wilderness, the 
highlight of your journey is a glacier landing within the massive 
Juneau Ice Field. Fly past the cruise ships in port and over 
downtown Juneau. View the relics of the gold rush days at the 
AJ. and Treadwell mines. Soar over towering mountaintops, 
untouched wilderness, picturesque alpine meadows, and 
crystal lakes. Watch out for moose, bears, mountain goats, 
and eagles. View up close the Taku Glacier, the retreating 
Norris Glacier the cascading Hole-in-the-Wall Glacier, and the 
mysterious floating Dead Branch Glacier For your tour 
highlight, you will land on one of these remote glaciers, with 
special glacier boots that allow you to walk upon this 
wondrous river of ice while your pilot explains the glacial 
features.

ADVENTURE VIA FLOATPLANE R

The grandeur of Alaska will thrill and delight you beyond 
expectation on this unforgettable, multi-glacier flight-seeing 
tour. Once you have boarded your floatplane, the pilot 
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will gently guide your aircraft over the waters and lush 
rainforest of the Gastineau Channel. Gaining altitude, you'll 
approach the Norris Glacier, the massive Taku Glacier, 
Hole-in-the-Wall Glacier, as well as the East and West Twin 
Glaciers - all rivers of ice that flow down from the |,500- 
square-mile Juneau Ice Field. Weather permitting; your 
plane will fly over the top of the ice field, returning shipside 
via the Mendenhall Glacier. A narration tape adds depth 
to this incredible adventure. 

GLACIER VIEW SEA KAYAKING 

Approximately 3/2 hours anal 
Transfer by bus to North Douglas Island for scenic views of 
the Mendenhall Glacier and Auke Bay. Upon arrival you'll be 
outfitted with life jackets and rain gear before beginning your 
adventure, Guides will show you correct paddling techniques 
before boarding two-person kayaks for an excursion that will 
leave you wanting more. The stable-yet-nimble kayaks will 
allow you to silently approach any wildlife in the area and give 
you a sense of how the famed Aleut Indians traveled the 
coastal waterways of Alaska in search of pelts for the Russian 
fur trading companies. You will be led in groups of 5 to 6 
kayaks to places such as the Mendenhall Wetlands where you 
may have the opportunity to view the Mendenhall Glacier 
from an ocean explorer's point of view. Your guide will explain 
the significance of places such as Smugglers Cove, the history 
of the surrounding area, and help identify local flora and fauna. 
Note: This tour operates come rain or shine; warm clothing 
is recommended, and rain gear and life jackets are provided. 
Children must weigh at least 40 pounds to fit the life jackets 
required for participation. All guests must sign a liability 
release waiver form to participate in this excursion.

Misty Fjiords National Monument, remote and wild, 
supports many nearly untouched coastal ecosystems and covers 
about 3,570 square miles (9,246 square kilometers). Several 
major rivers and hundreds of streams are fed by misty rain and 
snow each year, as well as by meltwater from glaciers that begin 
near the Canadian border. Mineral springs and volcanic lava 
flows add to the unique geological features. Created on 
December |, 1978 by presidential proclamation, the Monument 
encompasses 2,294,343 acres within the Tongass National 
Forest. In 1980, Congress passed the Alaska National Interest 
Lands Conservation Act (ANILCA) and designated all but 
151,832 acres as wilderness. Monument status protects 
ecological, cultural, geological, historical, prehistorical, scientific, 
and wilderness values. Congress designated the non-wilderness 
portion to accommodate the development of the Quartz Hill 
molybdenum deposit. Strict controls on mine development will 
minimize the operation's impact on the surrounding wilderness. 
The Misty Fjords National Monument is best viewed while 
taking one of the following four shore excursions, either by plane 
or fast boat: 


MAGNIFICENT MISTY FJORDS ay 
FLIGHTSEEING a 
Approximately 2. hours 

Flight time approximately 75 minutes (including lake landing) 
This unforgettable experience explores one of the country's 
greatest treasures and some of Alaska's most magnificent 
scenery by floatplane. At 2.3 million acres, Misty Fjords 
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National Monument is almost four times the size of Rhode 
Island. Your flight will take you over majestic fjords, cascading 
waterfalls, jewel-like lakes, and abundant wildlife. The fjords 
were created by massive glacier action in this ice-rimmed 
wilderness. Accessible only by boat or aircraft, this untouched 
wilderness was first noted in the journals of Captain George 
Vancouver, when he explored Alaska in 1793. See New 
Eddystone Rock from the air, in Behm Canal at the entrance 
to spectacular Rudyard Bay. This volcanic plug is a striking 
remnant of early geological activity that was named by 
Vancouver. The dramatic Misty Fjords terrain is home to a 
multitude of wildlife. As an astute observer, you may be 
rewarded with sightings of brown and black bear, Sitka black- 
tailed deer, wolves, and bald eagles as your expert bush pilot 
guide flies you over this paradise. A spectacular |,000-foot 
waterfall flows from Big Goat Lake, named for the region's 
concentration of mountain goats, which can often be spotted 
from the air A landing on a pristine alpine lake or remote 
bay will provide the opportunity to absorb the serenity and 
astonishing beauty that surrounds you. Each participant will 
receive an authentic Alaska Bush Plane Certificate that 
includes a floatplane photograph and is signed by the pilot.

Upon your return 
you will see a wide, panoramic view of the city of Ketchikan 
before making an exhilarating water landing.

Keep a sharp eye out for whales, porpoise and 
sea lions as the waterjet-powered catamaran "flies" at sea level 
past rugged coastlines, As you voyage into Behm Canal 
surrounded by the pristine beauty of Misty Fjords, stop to 
view an active bald eagle's nest and a Tlingit pictograph. 
Admire New Eddystone Rock, an immense volcanic spire 
rising from the emerald sea. You'll delight in the unhurried 
exploration of Rudyerd Bay, an ice-carved masterpiece deep 


within the monument. Learn the natural history of the fjords 
while gliding quietly beneath 3,000-foot vertical cliffs. Feel the 
mist of glistening waterfalls and listen to the call of seabirds 
nesting on a rock face sculpted by glacial forces. Cruise south 
from Rudyerd Bay to view a gathering of harbor seals. Enjoy 
a selection of complementary snacks and beverages while 
watching for other species of wildlife that thrive here.

Discover 
the myriad of fish that inhabit these waters while snorkeling 
over the kelp forest. Back at the beach, enjoy a hot beverage 
before returning to your ship.

A once-in-a-lifetime wildlife expedition with the endearing 
black bears of southeast Alaska is certain to charm everyone 
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from nature lover to photo enthusiast. It is only available to 
a limited number of visitors to minimize impact on the wildlife 
population and to protect this fragile environment. Depart via 
floatplane to Neets Bay, home to one of southeast Alaska's 
premier salmon hatchery operations and one of the finest 
bear-viewing locations in Alaska. A short walk down a 
quarter-mile, maintained wilderness road takes you to the 
viewing area where black bears congregate and can be seen 
fishing for their next meal. A naturalist guide will describe the 
habits of the bear and the life cycle of their favorite meal, the 
salmon, explaining the important work done at the hatchery 
to protect Alaska's wild salmon population. The secure and 
covered viewing area allows for up close observation of the 
bears in their natural habitat among the wilderness beauty of 
the Tongass National Forest. Other wildlife possibilities include 
eagles, Sitka black-tailed deer, minks, martens, and seals. 
Specially designed digital CD audio systems and individual 
headsets are provided to enjoy your personal pilot narration 
and complementing music. Souvenir guidebook provided. 
Note: Wildlife sightings are frequent; however they cannot be 
guarenteed. Wear comfortable hiking footwear and dress 
warmly. Rain gear is recommended. There is a quarter-mile 
walk over uneven and sometimes difficult terrain. This 
excursion is not recommended for guests with physical 
limitations. Access to this prime bear viewing area is restricted 
by the USS. Forest Service to minimize the impact and to 
protect the resources. 


ORCA BEACH NATURE TRAIL RR

Join an experienced Alaskan trail guide for a hike through 
natural, unspoiled beauty in the coastal forest. This trail takes 
you through a beautiful old-growth forest, by way of a 
secluded beach. After hiking this gently sloped historic trail, 
enjoy a light snack and take some time to explore the natural 
beauty that surrounds you. A motorized inflatable provides a 
short exciting cruise along the coast via Clover Passage. 
Whales, Stellar sea lions, harbor seals, porpoises, and migrating 
seabirds may be spotted on this route. Bring your camera and 
binoculars! This trail is mostly boardwalk. 

Note: Dress comfortably with sturdy, comfortable walking 
shoes and warm, waterproof clothing. Restroom facilities are 
limited. Moderate to good physical condition is necessary for 
participation in this excursion. This trail has a gradual slope. 
Guests age twelve and under must be accompanied by an 
adult. Minimum weight is 40 Ibs. This excursion operates 
under a "Special Use Permit" issued by the U.S. Forest Service. 


RAIN FOREST CANOE ADVENTURE ql

The adventure begins with a scenic motor coach ride to a 
secluded mountain lake. Here, you will board native-style 37- 
foot, 20-passenger canoes and paddle under the direction of 
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an experienced guide, scanning the shore for wildlife while 
learning the unique Indian history of the Ketchikan area. The 
lake, part of a lush rainforest, is ideal for canoeing and is 
located in the Tongass National Forest, one of the largest 
national forests in the United States. You will stop ashore for 
a native-style snack including smoked fish, clam chowder 
sourdough rolls, and beverages. Your knowledgeable guide 
will lead you on a short nature walk highlighting the flora and 
fauna of the rainforest, including such features as carnivorous 
plants. Finally, you will canoe back to the motor coach that 
returns you to your ship. This adventure is a rare opportunity 
to comfortably explore southeast Alaska in the manner of its 
original explorers and early culture. ‘ 
Note: All participants are provided with rain gear and life 
jackets. Guests age twelve and under must be accompanied 
by an adult. Minimum weight is 40 pounds. This tour operates 
in all weather conditions. 


RAINFOREST WILDLIFE SANCTUARY, 
EAGLES & TOTEMS NEW TOUR AR 
Approximately 2% hours 

This eco-exploration includes a guided nature hike, bald 
eagles, Alaskan reindeer, a native totem carver and a historic 
sawmill at an exclusive reserve by the forested mountains of 
rustic Herring Cove. This pristine natural environment is 
home to eagles, black bear, seals, a variety of birds and other 
species attracted by the major salmon runs in the abundant 
marine estuary. In addition to wildlife viewing opportunities, 
this tour enables you to see and photograph live eagles up 
close, interact with reindeer, and to observe a master native 
totem pole carver at work. Your naturalist will guide you along 
an improved trail through the dense forest, among tall stands 
of hemlock, spruce and Alaska cedar. Stops will be made at 
strategically located viewing areas. Your guide will lead you to 
a protected open estuary, where you follow Eagle Creek 
along an elevated wooden boardwalk overlooking grassy 
wetlands, Major runs of salmon return to spawn here. Watch 
and listen to the symphony of bird activity in this spectacular 
setting, During the spawning season bears and seals feed on 
salmon in Eagle Creek and the likelihood of viewing these 
fascinating animals is good. Bald eagles and other birds wait 
for scraps in the estuary, At the conclusion of the half-mile 
trail hike, you will have an opportunity to feed Alaskan 
reindeer, and see bald eagles in a private up-close setting as 
an Alaska Wildlife Foundation raptor specialist explains the 
heritage and habitat of America's national symbol, Following 
these great photographic opportunities, you will be guided 
through the historic Herring Bay Lumber Company Sawmill, 
established by legendary pioneer Ben Fleenor. Observe a 
master native totem pole carver at work and receive a sample 
of aromatic local Alaskan cedar. Complimentary snacks and 
beverages are provided and shopping opportunities await in 
the General Store.

SAXMAN NATIVE VILLAGE TOUR R L

The Saxman Native Village Tour enables visitors to 
experience how modern-day southeast Alaskan natives live. 
This village is home to over 400 Tlingit, Tsimshian, and Haida 
peoples. Upon arrival, your native host will greet you and 
introduce you to the people of Saxman via a short film. Your 
driver/guide will then lead you into a cedar tribal clan house 
where a dance group adorned in native regalia will perform 
authentic tribal dances. You are encouraged to participate! 
After a short walk to the Totem Park, which boasts the largest 
collection of authentic totem poles in the world, your guide 
will recount the engaging history behind some of these 
famous totem poles. You will then visit the carving shed to 
view native artists in action, where a guide will be present to 
talk about techniques and answer questions. Enjoy exploring 
the gift shop prior to returning to your ship. 


SAXMAN NATIVE VILLAGE & 
LUMBERJACK SHOW COMBO 

Approximately 3 2 - 4 4 hours als. 
Become absorbed in the rich living culture of Southeast 
Alaska's Native Americans and witness a rip-roaring 
lumberjack competition on this comprehensive tour of 
Ketchikan. Saxman Native Village is your first stop where, for 
generations, Tlingit villages have maintained a tradition of 
welcoming visitors in regal style. At Saxman, guests are still 
afforded this same, time-honored welcome. Tribal elders 
have passed on many of the traditions that have long defined 
the culture of Southeast Alaska. A short video program 
introduces you to the culture and history of the Tlingit, 
followed by a visit to the Beaver Clan House where you are 
welcomed by song and dance. Guests are encouraged to 
participate in the final dance before moving on to the 
Saxman Totem Park, one the largest gatherings of totem 
poles in the world. Your guide will help unravel the mysteries 
of these towering, majestic poles that stand as sentries over 
the present generation. Visit the carving center where world 
famous carvers work and pass on their skills to eager 
apprentices before making a final stop in the gift shop to 
search for an authentic memento of your visit to Saxman.

Cheer 
on your team of World Champion lumberjacks in events 
such as chopping, axe throwing and tree climbing, all in the 
comfort of a heated outdoor arena.

Show, following your visit to Saxman. This time can be spent 
either in the rustic company store located at the Lumberjack 
Show or in the close vicinity of downtown Ketchikan.

Come to understand the 
importance of the ocean and its impact on these coastal 
natives. While traveling to and from Totem Bight, you'll be 
introduced to some of the industries that have made 
Ketchikan what it is today.

Long hours of summer daylight and nutrient-rich currents 
support a breathtaking wealth of sea life. Giant kelp forests 
and lush eelgrass beds are home to numerous plant and 
animal species. The sea floor teams with life including fish, 
crabs, urchins, jellyfish, anemones, starfish, and plants. 

The M/V Sea Life Discovery provides the only tour opportunity 
available in the western U.S. for non-divers to experience the 
cold-water marine environment. Every M/V Sea Life Discovery 
tour includes a naturalist and a scuba diver. The trained, local 
naturalist presents background information on the marine 
environment of Sitka Sound, providing commentary on sea 
life and answering questions, An experienced Alaskan scuba 
diver enhances passengers’ viewing experience by pointing 
out interesting, but sometimes difficult to spot, creatures right 
in their natural habitat.

The tour begins from downtown Sitka and parallels the 
magnificent Pacific Ocean on the ride to your destination. On 
the way, a stop is made at Whale Park for a breathtaking view 
of Silver Bay and the surrounding area. At the old Alaska Pulp 
Mill site, one of two options will be taken. Option one climbs 
up Blue Lake Road, 500 feet of elevation, to the Beaver Lake 
Campground. There you will climb a hal&mile up to Beaver 
Lake for lunch. The ride and hike are both strenuous, but the 
rider is rewarded with awe-inspiring views and a pristine 
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mountain lake view. Option two continues past the mill site 
for another 4 miles of rolling terrain (also gaining 600 feet) to 
the Metavichi Fish Hatchery. At the hatchery, lunch and a 
short tour of the facility are provided.

Artifacts from 
that period of early day native life, over a century ago, have 
been collected, preserved, and exhibited at the Sheldon 
Jackson Museum. You'll have the opportunity to view this 
amazing collection of Eskimo, Aleut, Athabaskan, and Tlingit 
items which demonstrate the ingenuity and skill of the native 
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settlers living in a very unforgiving land. The collection at 
Sheldon Jackson is the oldest exhibit of Indian and Eskimo 
artifacts in Alaska, first viewed by the public in 1888. After 
viewing this incredible collection, you will have additional time 
to browse the Friend's of Sheldon Jackson Store. Departing 
the museum, you will learn of the Colonial Russian period 
that changed forever the lives of the native groups. Your 
route of travel will take you past sites of the Russian Bishop's 
house, Castle Hill, the Russian Blockhouse and the early 
Native Village. Crossing over O'Connell Bridge to Japonski 
Island, you will see former buildings and barracks from World 
War Il when Sitka was home to a PBY Aircraft Base. Next, 
you will visit St. Michael's Cathedral where icons and priceless 
religious artwork can be viewed; some portraits date back to 
the late |5th century. Referred to as "the Mother Cathedral 
of Orthodoxy for All of America’, you will learn the 
miraculous story of how the artwork was saved from the 
Main Street fire of 1966 which destroyed one third of 
downtown Sitka. Your final stop on this tour will be at 
Centennial Hall to view a live performance of the New 
Archangel Dancers. Performing dance numbers originating 
from the original provinces of Russia, you will enjoy a rousing 
show with authentic music and costumes of that era.

Gold prospectors would pack their supplies over 
the Coast Mountains from the ports and then build or 
purchase rafts to take them down the Yukon River to the gold 
fields around Dawson City, Yukon. Step back in time on a self 
guided walking tour of the area and relive the Gold Rush days.

At the famous Red Onion Saloon and Brothel, lavishly 
costumed madams will greet you with a garter and a light 
breakfast of bagels with Alaskan smoked salmon spread and 
assorted fruits and cheeses. You will be delighted by their 
provocative tales of Klondike Kate, Diamond Tooth Lil, Pea 
Hull Annie and other enterprising women who worked the 
Red Onion in 1898. The bartender will share hilarious 
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stories of the saloon's more recent, and no less intoxicating, 
history while mixing you a Red Light Bloody Mary, a Klondike 
Koffee or a cocktail of your choice. Step upstairs to the 
celebrated brothel museum and explore the halls and 
bedrooms where the priceless silver dress worn by the 
Onion's first madam is on display with many of the original 
artifacts left by the "Soiled Doves" of yesteryear. Have your 
photograph taken with one of the madams and keep a 
sharp eye out for Lydia, the Onion's resident ghost, who is 
said to make her appearances in the early morning. From 
the vantage of Skagway's scenic overlook, photograph the 
valley below and the tiny town that once teemed with over 
15,000 men and women, 80 saloons and as many gambling 
houses and dance halls. This behind-the-scenes tour brings 
to life an era of great glamour and intrigue.

The magnificent sub-alpine rain forest 
valley is home to moose, bear, and mountain goats. This 
spectacular trail winds along the raging Skagway River to the 
majestic Laughton Glacier The terrain changes dramatically as 
you leave the forest, hike up the riverbed and climb over a 
boulder field onto the glacier. Enjoy the breathtaking 360 
degree panoramic views, exposed crevasses and moulons of 
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the great frozen river of ice. Upon your return to the 
trailhead, you will be greeted with a traditional "Bush Buffet", 
complete with a cold brew and juice.

Once 
there, you'll hear tales of this Gold Rush town while viewing 
magnificent delphiniums, nasturtiums and begonias. Train 
enthusiasts will love the replica White Pass "G"-scale model 
railway that winds its way through this magnificent property 
complete with a cantilevered bridge. Stroll through the 
gardens and be on the lookout for spectacular hand-blown 
glass art strategically placed among nature's own creations! 
After touring the garden, you will be treated to the unique 
experience of watching the glass art being made at the new 
Garden City Glassworks Theatre. A talented glass artist will 
explain the process and demonstrate the ancient art form 
with dramatic flair Your next stop is the historical Skagway 
Gold Rush Cemetery. While viewing this unique cemetery, 
you'll hear tales of those that inhabited Skagway at the turn 
of the century and forged a town that was once described as 
“a little better than hell on Earth’.
